Tho Buopreme Court of tle United
States has lutely rendered n decision
whioh 18 important as defining in cerfain
cages the properly rights of wives, It
appears that a member of o bankrupt
firm in New York bad settled upon his
wife n very valuable estale, which was
taken possession of by the nssignes of
the firm, aod suit was broughit by parlivs
in behalf of the wife to recover the same.
The District Court decided that the set-
tlement of the property by the husbaud
of the property upon his wifs was not
frandulent and ordered the proceeds of
the salo of the property to be handed
over for the benefit of the wife. Anap-
peal being taken to the Cirouit Conrt,
this decres was reversed, and it was held
that the seltlement wnn fraudalent aa to
ereditors end that the' proceeds of the
salo be paid to the assignee. From (his
decres the attorneys, in behall of the
wife, appealsd to the Buprome Court,
which Court finds that the money thus
withdrawn from the business of the firm
and diverted to the erection of a resi-
dence belonged to tho creditors of Lhe
firm, and afiirms the decres of the QOir-
cuit Court in favor of tho assignee. But
property purchased with money not di.
verted from the firm suit conld not be
maiotained againat the wife.

A private lotter received at Fredericks-
burg, Virginia, states that nearly all the
American officers in the Egyptian army
are now on their way home. The letter
was written from Naples by Ceneral
Field, formerly of Virginia, who bhas
been in the Egyptian service for several
years, Ile says that with few exoep-
tiona all the American officers had been
dischurged from the Egyptian army snd
paid off io full, and ho was then on his
way home.
